The vessel 
parted her cable in a gale and drifted ashore, 
whereupon Lord Charles offered to save her, 
although her own officers had declared that the 
task was a “physical impossibility.’ After 
three daye’ hard work, however, he succeeded 
in towing the ship into deep water, and in due 
course received the cordial thanks of the 
French Government. The Admiralty would not 
permit him to eccept the Legion of Honour, 
but he was presented with a magnificent 
Sévres vase as a memento. In June, 1895, the 
Undaunted was paxl off, and he was appointed 
to the command of the Steam Reserve at 
Chatham, where, in the fulfilment of his func- 
tions, he rendered important, services, passing 
thirty-three vessels into the Navy after con- 
ductang the prescribed trials. 

In the early part of 1897, Lord Charles was 
appointed Naval A.D.C. to Queen Victoria, and 
took part in the Jubilee Procession, being pro- 


ber of the same year. When he expressed a wish 
to re-enter Parliament, a large number of con- 
stituencies invited his candidature, but he de- 
ckled to fight for the seat left vacant at York 
by the death of Sir Frank Lockwood. This he 
succeeded in securing—the first seat captured for 
the Government since the General Election of 
1895—by the narrow majority of eleven. Al- 
though there was some talk of a petition esecking 
a recount, he was allowed to remain in undie- 
turbed possession. and so continued until 1900. 
But during nearly the whole of this period he 
was hardly seen in the House of Commons. In 
August, 1898, he proceeded to China by request 
of the Chairman of the Associated Chambers 
of Commerce, in order to report upon the future 
prospects of British trade with that country. 
He admirably fulfilled his miasion, one of the 
results of which was the appearance of his book, 
“The Break-up of Chima.” in 1899: He was 
already well-known as an author, having con- 
tributed mumerons essays and articles on Naval 
matters and on Egypt to various periodicals. 
Returned to Parliament, once more, as member 
for Woolwich in 1902, he was obliged to resign

DISASTROUS FIRE NEAR 
ARCHANGEL. | 


THE PREPARATIONS FOR 
EVACUATION. 


CHANGED FEELING TOWARDS 


THE BRITISH. 

The Press Association's Special Correspondent 
writing from Archangel on September 5th, 
says:—A huge fire has been burning for two 
days on Maimaxi Island, near Archangel, but 
has now been extinguished. The damage, so 
far as known at present, is estimated at 
3,000,000 roubles, and when the full extent 
is ascertained will probably be found to be a 
much greater amount. Fortunately no lives 
have been lost. The timber and saw mills for 
three miles on both sides of the river are in 
flames, sparks from the island having leaped 
the fiver at a point where it is 1,000 yards wide, 
and the terrific heat, in addition, made the 
timber more inflammable. 

The same correspondent, telegraphing on Sun- 
day, says—The losses in the fire at Maimaxi ere 
now estimated at 60,000,000 roubles. Every- 
thing has been destroyed for miles around. 
British companies will have to bear the brunt 
of the insurance, and a searching inquiry will 
bd necessary into the causes of the fire. There 
is no evidence of its origin, but foul play is 
suspected, as the timber was all stacked in 
such a manner as to render local conflagrations 
easily extinguishable. The fact that many 
hundreds of Bolsheviks who had been mobilised 
in the Russian Army are now moving about 
the country at liberty may have had something 
to do with the conflagration.

The bullet marks on. the walls were generally 
head high, bad the bhains of some of the vic 
toms had epurted simost to the ceiling. In one 
cellar there was evidence that unlimited sup- 
plee of drink were at the disposal of the execu- 
toners before they commenced the work of 
slaughter, for hundreds of empty vodka bottles 
were discovered, There were aleo indications 
that the slaughterere were often ao drunk that 
they missed the heads of their victims, even 
when firing point blank, and that they there 
upon fired at any part of the body. One open 
cellar, 2 feet deep, was overlooked by a win- 
dow from which the Bolsheviks fired rifles into 
a packed mass of humanity below. 

The visitor: also saw arrested brutal little 
cut-throats of the Ohresoychaika, and several 
girls, one oí. the latter being only 17 years of 
age, and with ber hei down her back, who 
vied with the men in the savage shooting of 
prisoners.

Mr. Wallace, the United States Ambassador 
im Paris, in an eloquent address, dwelt on the 
old ties between France and the United States, 
especially in the American War of Independence, 
and then spoke of the arrival of the Americans 
in France in the late war. He proceeded We 
are deeply grateful that an American Fleet was 
permitted to cross and to guard the seas, that 
our General Pershing in command of an Ameri- 
can Army had the honour to serve under the 
gu command of a Marshal Foch, shoulder 
to shoulder with the British, no longer enemies, 
but brothers-in-erme, in order successfully and 
gloriously to defend universal] liberty against 
brutal ambitions.

IRISH CROP-SURVEYORS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—For some days past I have been read- 
ing letters in your paper from people complain- 
ing of the waste of money by the Department 
of Agriculture in employing over 500 inspectors 
at £10 10s. Od. a week to inspect farms and 
make returns of area under tillage. I do not 
agree with these people. I hold something over 
200 ecres. Towards the end of 1914 it struck 
me that it would be an advantage to increase 
my tillage owing to the upward movement in 
prices of farm produce. In 1915 I increased my 
tillage area, and made a further increase in 
1916, when [ had about 25 per ont. of arable 
land under tillage. In 1917 the order came out 
that all farms over 10 statute acres must in- 
crease tillage by 10 per cont., BO matter what 
they had done in previous years, provided that 
it did mot exceed SO per cent. of the arable por- 
tion. The result was that I had to increase 
by 10 per ee. making the total over 35 
per cent. for 1917, though I knew that many 
had not only done little or no tillage previous to 
1917, but were even shirking in that year owing 
to the Department's not having a sufficient staff 
to go round ell the farme. 

[ have hed imtimate knowledge of many 
counties in Ulster, and also in the Midlands and 
West of Ireland, during the last five years. and 
know that & large proportion of farmers did not 
comply with these orders, and did little or no 
tillage. I hope that the Department of Agri- 
culture will continue not only to employ these 
gentiemen, but to increase the numher, so as 
to make a thorough Inquiry ail over Ireland as 
to the way in which some farmers have acted, 
and that the Department will also inflict sub- 
stantea!l fines in cases where farmers are short 
of proper tillage area. In 1918 s further 5 per 
cent. had to be tilled, so that I had over 40 per 
cent. in tillage.
